Wholesalers Make 15 Per Cent. 


From the report of the Federal Trade Com- 
misston it would appear that the margins of 
profit taken by the wholesale grocers were not. 
n the main. abnormally large. They show 
proximately 5 per cent net profit'on their sales 
Their large business enabied them to make prof- 
its of approximately 15 per cent on invested cap- 
These profits were only slightly larger’ 
than those made during the preceding vear. If 
there was any notorious profiteering in distribu-

EGARDED in relation to the in- 
dustrial developments of the past 
half century, the Soviet Labor 
Code seems less original and radical. 
In fact, it embodies no strikingly new 
principles of labor legislation. It is 
continuous with the experience-of the 
rest of the industrial werld. It is in 
line with the work done, for instance, 
at the Washington International Labor 
Conference, Organized “under the 
League of Nations, at which most gov- 
ernmmentS were officially represented. 
Whatever radicalism it contains is the 
result of a conscious determination to 
Carry out the newer principles of labor 
legislation and the more recent devices 
of industrial organization in a system- 
atic and comprehensive manner. 

The assumption of private industry is 
that’ nationalization means. efficiency 
and that profits are but the saving of 
the wastes which are inevitable under 
collective ownership and management. 
If Russia will continue her experiment 
long enough the world may have a 
chance to thresh this problem out and 
to learn something new about the eco-

books. Managers of local 
book stores are agreed that the “war book,” 
which for some three or four years dominat- 
ed the publishing field, has quite lost its 
vogue. 

Books along psychic lines, and those deal- 
ing with business topics have shown such an enor- 
mously increased sale within the’ last six months as to 
astonish persons connected with the trade. New titles 
are being constantly added to the list of business 
books, and many of the older ones are being frequent- 
ly reprinted, yet dealers say that they are hardly able 
to keep up with the demand for this class of literature. 

Accounting, salesmanship, investments, foreign 
trade, insurance, transportation problems, factory 
methods and the science of advertising are some of 
the subjects which thoughtful men are studying. 

“A new order of things is coming to pass in the 
business world, and alert minds are studying the vari- 
ous angles which may affect them or their particular 
lines of business,” said a book dealer in explanation. 
“That perhaps accounts for the middle-aged men who 
are wrestling with economic texts for the first time 
since they left college, even if they studied the sub- 
ject there. But in the case of the younger men, who 
predominate among these buyers, I believe that their 
army experience had a lot to do with their very evi- 
dent determination now to make a success in the 
world. 

“For one thing, army life had the effect of waking 
up many young men, and bouncing their minds out of 
a narrow circle of ideas wherein they might otherwise 
have remained for years and years to come. Then, 
too, many of them feel that the one or two years 
which they spent in the service were an economic loss 
and must be made up for now by redoubled efforts.” 

The following business books were mentioned, not 
as being necessarily the best sellers, but as indicating 
the scope of reading now done by a considerable por- 
tion of the public: “Money and Banking,” by John 
Thom Holdsworth; “Bookkeeping and Accounting,” by 
Joseph J. Klein; “Accounting Theory and Practice,” 
by Roy B. Kester; “The Principles of Bond Invest- 
ment,” by Lawrence Chamberlain; “Stabilizing the 
Dollar,” by Irving Fisher; “Advertising and Selling,” 
by H. L. Hollingsworth,” and “Business Barometers 
for Anticipating Business Conditions,” by Roger W. 
Babson. One of the old timers which is being called 
for by this clientele is Henry George’s “Progress and 
Poverty.” 

The rage for books of psychic interest reached large 
proportions several years ago in England, and usually 
has been explained as a consequence of soldier deaths, 
and the desire of bereaved families for consolation. 
While the world beyond, and alleged communications 
with it, have been studied by a slowly widening group 
in this country for many years, the movement here 
bad its largest growth after such persons as Sir Oliver 
Lodge, Sir Arthur Conan Doyle and other eminent 
men had become publicly identified with it. Psychic 
books by English and American authors now form a 
considerable list by themselves, and are having a tre- 
mendous sale. One does not need to be an avowed 
Spiritualist to enjoy many of these books, and, in fact, 
the book sellers believe that quite a good many of the 
purchasers are simply yielding to a somewhat ghoulish 
curiosity in at least their first purchases of such books. 
But the sale of psychic books has been upon such a 
scale that no theory other than a widespread interest 
in ‘the subject will explain it. 


“Raymond,” by Lodge; “The Vital Message,” by 
Doyle; “Thy Son Liveth,” which is published anony- 
mously; “The Unknown,’ by Camille Flammarion; 
“The Physical Phenomena of Spiritualism,’ by Here- 
ward Carrington, and “The Abolishing of Death,” by 
Basil King are some of the more popular psychic 
books.

BSSAGES from the other

Gone to the ten-cent counter are the once eagerly sought 
stories of the war and war adventures, and in their 
place comes a big demand for serious publications, 
books on finance, salesmanship and self-improve- 
ment, with “spook” literature running a close 


second—Mystery tales lead fiction sales —:: 


When dealers say that the “war book” has out- 
stayed its welcome, they except certain volumes which 
e'ready are taking their place among the classics, and 
for which there undoubtedly will be a steady although 
limited demand for years to come. Such books in- 
clude “Memories and Records,” by Lord Fisher; “Car- 
dinal Mercier’s Own Story;” “Now It Can Be Told,” by 
Philip Gibbs, the famous war correspondent; “The In- 
side Story of the Peace Conference,” by Dr. Edward 
J. Dillon; “The Grand Fleet,” by Sir John Jellicoe; 
“The Economic Consequences of the Peace,” by John 
Maynard Keynes; “Ludendorff’s Own Story;” “A Jour- 
nal From Our Legation in Belgium,’ by Hugh Gibson; 
“Over There With the Atistralians,” by Capt. R. Hugh 
Knyvett, and Marshal Haig’s “Despatches.” 


Somewhat surprising, say the dealers, has been the 
small sale in St. Louis and in the country generally of 
the books by Gen. Ludendorff and Admiral Von Tirp- 
itz. Widely heralded and coming from men: who had 
played important parts in the war, it was expected that 
they would have a large sale. Quite the contrary has 
been true, due partly to the high price at which these 
books are published, and partly to newspaper stories 
of the splendid royalties which these German authors 
probably would receive from the sale of their books 
in America. 

It is estimated that more than a million copies were 
sold of Guy Empey’s “Over the Top” and other books 
combined, while the writings of ‘‘Private Pete’ have 
had a circulation of about one-half million. Other big 
sellers included ‘My Four Years in Germany,” by for- 
mer Ambassador James W. Gerard, 250,000 copies; “A 
Minstrel in France,” by Harry Lauder, 200,000 copies, 
and “Pan-Germanism,” by Roland G. Usher of St. 
Louis, 400,000 copies. 


Compare these figures with the recent experience of 
the book department in a local department store, where 
several hundred books that were slightly shopworn or 
where there were too many duplicates were put on 
special sale at alluring figures. The last ones to go 
were the ‘‘war-books,” and they went very slowly. 
Finally the Missouri Historical Society took 100 of 
them at one swoop, which may be a suggestion for 
other bodies of that nature. 

“There is a good miscellaneous demand,” said one 
book seller. “We are doing more of a general book 
business than for a long time before. One afternoon 
recently we had inquiries for books on the subjects of 
astronomy, embroidery, laces, house furnishings and 
several art topics. Except for the backward spring I 
suppose we would have had the usual demand for books 
on gardening. One interesting feature is the strong 
demand for books of cooking recipes. Either people 
want to live better than usual, or they are starting in 
to use foodstuffs with the greatest possible economy. 
We have one cookbook here with a sale of which most 
novels might be proud. And it is not just a flurry now 
and then, but a steady sale from one month to the 
next, so that ‘we order copies of the book 100 at a 
time.” 

Fiction always sells, say the book experts, no matter 
what class of books may be having a temporary vogue. 
But not in the last 50 years has there been such a 
demand for the mystery story as reigns just now among 
fiction lovers. The popularity of “Sherlock Holmes” 
15 or 20 years ago is rivalled by some of the younger 
detectives of fiction, and modern writers are prodigal 
with their thrills. 

Among the older favorites are Anna Katherine Green, 
Mary Roberts Rinehart and Arthur B. Reeve, and en- 
terprising publishers have Leen putting forth new edi- 
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tions of such old tellers of the marvelous as 
Emile Gaboriau and Eugene Sue. French 
detective stories of the last decade have 
taken on a new lease of life. Outside of 
the mystery tales there is a goodly array of 
clever fiction showing a steady sale. To 
cite all of the popular ones, now that read- 
ers of fiction have gotten into their stride 
again, would require the mention of too 

‘ca many names. Such authors as Hugh Wal- 

og pole, Frank Swinnerton, Blasco Ibanez, Irv- 

ing Bacheller, Archibald Marshall and Leon- 
ard Merrick do not lose their popularity as the months 
roll by. 

Novels which have shown an exceptional sale in- 
clude “Luca Sarto,” by Charles S. Brooks; “The Ro- 
mantic Woman,” by Mary Borden; ‘““‘The Moon and Six- 
pence,” by W. Somerset Maugham; “Marqueray’s Duel,’ 
by Anthony Pryde, and {White Shadows in the South 
Seas,” by Frederick O’Brien. 

Biography also has claimed a good deal of attention 
in these days of plentiful book buying. The volumes 
by Henry Watterson, Henry Adams and Champ Clark 
are in demand, while “Theodore Roosevelt’s Letters to 
His Children” and the biography of Roosevelt by 
William Roscoe Thayer are having a large sale. 


Walk Six Miles a Day to Be Well. 
R. LEONARD HILL, the famous’ British 
authority, says that sedentary workers should 
walk at least six miles a day or should do an 
equivaleut amount of manual labor in the open 

air. “Exercise is almost as important in the con- 
servation of health as is diet,” comments the New 
York Medical Journal. “Sedentary workers or those 
who lead an indoor life from compulsion or choice 
should take a certain amount of outdoor exercise daily 
with the same regularity and care that they take their 
food. A great many of the gastro-intestinal diseases, 
and especially constipation, which afflict sedentary 
workers and which frequently lead to serious disease, 
are due to lack of or insufficient exercise in the open 
air. 

“The habit of plunging, as it were, straight from 
the breakfast table into the subway and straight out 
of the subway into the office, is a pernicious one, and 
it would be of benefit physically and mentally to many 
who live near a'station if they eliminated that station 
from the day’s program. In order to obtain the six- 
mile ration of outdoor exercise a beginning might be 
made by starting earlier in the morning and walking 
to the next station; then, perhaps, starting yet earlier 
and walking to another station further on, and soon. 
if the office is not too far away, walking the entire 
distance. 

“There is no doubt that sedentary workers do not 
have enough exercise. The remark is possibly more 
applicable to the sedentary workers of America than 
to those of any other nation, assuredly than to those 
of Great Britain. Americans are not great walkers. 
and the distaste for walking has been more noticeable 
since the advent of the automobile. The business 
American is likely to think that Walking is a waste of 
valuable time, and he does not pause to consider that 
by such means he keeps the human machine in good 
working order, a far more important matter than that 
of making money in a hurry. 

“A daily walk is infinitely superior in its health- 
giving effects to the daily aperient and is also more 
beneficial than working for some time at high tension 
or than even taking a long rest. Working in spurts 
and playing or resting in spurts, as the Americgn 
usually does, is not good practice. Business men and 
women should ration their outdoor exercise, and the 
exercise could take the form of walking.”

and green. Then it flashed on and off like the signs 
on Broadway. 

On guest days the peasants of the village were in- 
\{fted to enjoy these marvels. The simple folk ex- 
“laimed with wonder, shouted with delight and roared 
great cheers for Sophia Bogdanova. These manifes- 
tations moved the barina to smiles of ingenuous grat- 
ification. 

I noted a resplendent figure who constantly stood 
in attendance on Sophia Bogdanova, He was a young 
South Russian of strangely handsome mien; the barina 
had taxed her ingenuity to decorate him with hand- 
some appointings; he was her private butler. I was 
told that she was accustomed to pick out the handsom- 
est young men of the surrounding country and engage 
them for her seryice. That was her foible, her weak- 
ness for having good-looking young men standing in 
every corner. 

When the war broke out she spent a large fortune 
in keeping the young Falz-Fein peasants away from 
the fighting front. During the Russo-Japanese War 
she had seen many of the village youth return maimed 
and disfigured, and she had vowed never again to per- 
mit war to claim any young man of her acquaintance. 

Such was the remarkable woman who the 
mother of the Falz-Feins. Despite her eccentricities, 
she had known how to command the almost réligious 
devotion of her sons. She dominated them all—all 
save Fjedor, her first born—and he dominated her.

Fjedor, the tall, pale, black-bearded Fijedor, stood 
clad in peasant dress, high boots, smock and cap. He 
stood on the porch of his peasant-like cottage. The 


simple habitation seemed to mock the magnificence 
of the barina’s castle some miles distant. He surveved 
the green prospect of Askania Nowa, his Garden of 
Icden. 

“Plants and animals,” he said to me in his dreamy 
way, “should be studied in their native wildness, and 
not in.the enervating confinement of herbariums and 
zoological gardens.” 

He had devoted 20,000 acres of land and untold money 
to the creation of his Acclimatization Gardens, which 
were the wonder of Russia. His desire was to live a 
peasant’s life, and he lived it with the lavish abandon 
that characterizes a Russian noble in pursuit of his 
pleasure, and with the outlook of a student and a 
thinker. He engaged in the practice of horticulture, 
grandly, profoundly. He planned; he directed, and he 
labored along with his peasants, scolding them, hu- 
moring them and even using the whip on them. 

“It is necessary, sometimes,’ he explained. 

We walked past endless rows of growing plants, 
and came upon a grassy plain where animals roamed. 
A herd of antelopes trotted toward us. Fjedor told me 
of his greatest accomplishment. He had succeeded in

Finding that his pupil was reading his biography, 
Rubinstein apologized for divers discreditable inci- 
dents she would find therein, and assured her he had 
improved greatly since residing on a higher plane. 
“If I were not worthy to be your friend,” he declared, 
“your husband would not sanction our acquaintance, 
for he is very punctilious about the moralities.” 

This acquaintance with Rubinstein during 1; years 
Mrs. Sewall declares to have been the most delightful 
and helpful friendship of her life. ‘Whether it shall 
be my happy destiny,’’ she concludes, ‘‘to demonstrate 
on earth the continuance of his supremacy in his own 
art, I do not know. That rests with the same power 
that initiated this acquaintance. * * * To this dis 
tinguished friend I owe the joy of a relatively intelli- 
gent appreciation of an art entirely unknown to me 
prior to Aug. 11, 1902.”

The Czar en- 
nobied the Falz-Feins. Fjedor responded by present- 
ing the Czarevitch, the little Alexis, with the marvel- 
ous Acclimatization Gardens. 

“May the Czarevitch, when he becomes the Czar, 
find rest among the wonders of nature that are grow- 
ing for him here,” Fjedor said simply.

country during that period, it was decided that it was 
expedient for the medical school to become a separate 
institution, and it accordingly became the St. Louis 
Medical College. 

St. Louis University had become one of the leading 
institutions in this section, prior to this, its buildings 
being among the show plaoes of the city, and distin- 
guished visitors usually were received there. Thus, 
in 1836, Daniel Webster was tendered a formal re- 
ception, and made a speech of characteristic eloquence, 
which those who heard it recalled for long vears after- 
ward. Vice President Richard M. Johnson was simi- 
larly received, and Charles Dickens, on the occasion 
of his tour of the country, made a speech there in 
1842. Dickens was said to have been embarrassed and 
unhappy, and it is likely that his auditors were not 
more favorably impressed by the publication of his 
“American Notes’ later. 


The university law department held its first session 
in 1843. At the head of it was Judge Richard Aylett 
suckner, who had served several terms in Congress 
from Kentucky, and was then a jurist and statesman 
of national reputation.

Such was the lord of the Kherson as | knew him. 
Such was the man who died last on the yacht adrift 
in the Black Sea. 

The impression left on one by the characters of 
Sophia Bogdanova and her son, Fjedor, was so sharp 
and abiding that a peculiar logic seems to bring forth 
the details of the terrible scenes that attended the pass- 
ing of the Fala-Feins.

Following the war, St. Louis grew rapidly, and the 
university, which had gone as far west as Eleventh 
street to escape the turmoil of traffic, once more 
found itself surrounded by it. With an eye to the fu- 
ture, property at Grand avenue, West Pine and Lin- 
dell bouelvards was purchased in 1867, and the eree- 
tion of new collegiate and academic buildings was 
commenced there in 1886. |

N APRIL 17 the newspapers carried an account 
of the discovery on the Black Sea coast of a 
stranded yacht manned by dead men, It had 
drifted for weeks with a crew of suicide Rus 
sian nobles aboard. This weird episode, it was stated, 
marked the end of “the MWockefeller family of Russia.” 

The news accounts were too brief. There was ritth 
information available of the people who had died such 
terrible deaths. In the following account Baroness 
Leonie Souini, author of “Russia Yesterday and To- 
morrow,” reveals strange details the 
extraordinary tragedy. 

BARONESS LEONIE SOUINI, 
‘Russia Yesterday and Tomorrow.’’ 
N APRIL 9 a loitering party of Ru- 
manian soldiers spied a large, seaworn 
yacht stranded on one of the sandbars 
that abound near the threefold mouth of 
the Danube. The soldiers took a small 
boat and boarded the derelict. It had 
been a craft of sumptuous appointings. 
Now it was desolate, wasted by weather and engulfing 

waves. When they pushed open the door of the 

cabin, the soldiers encountered one of the weirdest 
and ghastliest spectacles that has ever come to men's 
eyes. 

The cabin) was deep with water. Eleven human 
bodies lay ating and swaying with the slight roll 
of the boat. Six men and five women. each shot 
through the head. The man who seemed the oldest 
lay rocking, face upward, his right arm crossed over 
his breast. His hand still clutched an automatic. 

There was Russian gold aboard to the amount of 
$14,000,000, and a mass of papers that readily dis- 
closed the identity of the dead as the vastly moneyed 
and landed Falz-Feins, lords of half a province. 

It was known that in February last the Bolsheviks 
invaded the estates of the Falz-Feins, and that these 
aristocrats of the steppe had fled by sea, They had 
taken refuge on their yacht, the Ostara, and had 
steamed for the port of Constanza. At Constanza they 
had been rebuffed and ordered out to sea'again; Rus 
sians were not permitted to land. At several othe 
points, too, they had been driven off. 

It was now only too plain what a feartul tragedy 
the inhumanity of Black Sea harbor laws had caused. 
The picture is not difficult to evoke. The hapless 
Falz-Feins, with their gold and treasure of paper, were 
exiled on the sea. The shore would not receive them 
But the sea, too, was inhospitable. The Black Sea 
has been renowned from the days of antiquity as a 
wild haunt of storms. The yacht was swept by waves,

drenched, tossed. The exiles endured hunger, cold, 
exposure. Their fuel was exhausted. They were 
drifting. They bore their destiny week after week,

1914 that I first saw Ask- 
ania Nowa. A _ party of 
mirthful guests, of whom I 
was one, took a broad- 
beamed, paddle-wheeled riv- 
er boat up the Dneiper. The 
banks of the broad, drab 
stream wore the bright 
green of the first spring 
days; the countryside was 
abloom with the brilliance 
of a fat land in bourgeoning 


time. At Kherson we took 
the railroad across the 
wheat country. The train 


stopped at Nowa Alexivsky 
to detrain the guests of the 
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masters of the region. 
A fleet of automobiles 
conveyed us to Askania 


Nowa, the patrimonial 


estate of the  Falz- 
eins. 
They were magnifi- 


cent types of the Rus- 
sian nobility, the Falz- 
Feins. There were 
many sons and daugh- 
ters of the old lord, 
who had died no great 
time béfore. The men, 
strong, upstanding, 
high-demeanored. ° The 
women of rare South 
Russian types. Their 
lands were among the 
greatest wonders of 
Russia. 

There was, first of 
all, sheer immensity. 
The Falz-Feins held 
90.000 acres of the best 
wheat lands of the 
provinces of Kherson 
and Taurida. They 
grazed half a million 
sheep of valuable 
breeds. Their huge 
storehouses were burst- 
ing with wheat and 
wool. The owned 
their own steamship 
line, which plied. from 
Port Skadowsk to 
Odessa and Sebastopol, 
and they held railroad 
toncessions for a line 
to transport the products o!

direct. The history of this vast fortune was a ro- 
mance in itself. 
During the reign of Alexander | a party of perse- 


cuted Menonites left their native Bohemia and Saxony 
and crossed into Russia. The Czar, who was under 
taking measures to populate the many barren stretches 
ot Southern Russia, invited the harrassed sectaries 
to settle along the lower Dneiper. They accepted the 
imperial favor, and to this day remain an honest, 
sternly religious and industrially valuable colony iso. 
lated in an ocean of South Russians. 

One family of the Menonites, a wool weaver and bis 
spouse and progeny, elected not to share the destinies 
of their co-religionists. They continued southward, 
and found their home on the shore of the Black Sea 
There they practiced wool weaving, and taught their 
craft to the surrounding peasants. . And then, in a 
few years. wealth was thrust upon them. Alexander |! 
adopted a policy of distributing large tracts of land 
among the peasants of Kherson and Taurida, and soon 
the Menonite family engaged themselves wholesale in 
purchasing the distributed lands from their new and 
heedless owners at prices of a few rubles or a cask of 
vodka for square miles of the wheat country. This 
was the beginning of the fortune of the Falz-Feins, as 
the thoroughly Russianized descendants of the Menon- 
ite religionists were known 

During the century following their rise to wealth 
and power the Falz-Feins numbered a succession of 
extraordinary characters. | knew this, and when |!

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visited Askania Nowa I anticipated contacting with 
people of interesting personality. I had no idea, 
though, of the full’ strangeness and wonder that I 
found in Sophia Bogdanova, dowager of the Falz- 
eins, and in her eldest son, Fjedor. 


Sophia Bogdanova lived in a great white castle 
near the Black Sea. She lived in the spirit of another 
century, in the pomp and splendor of the Boyars of 
old. She was a tall, gray, majestic woman, gracious 
and of queenly bearing. Her habitual garb was of 
imperial magnificence—robes of gorgeous stuffs and 
strings and clusters of diamonds and pearls. She was 
accustomed to say that she looked like Catherine the 
Great, felt like Catherine the Great, was a second 
Catherine the Great. 

[ was received at the daily ‘lever,’ which this queen 
of the steppes held in the style of the eighteenth cen- 
tury monarchs. The day was filled with grandiose 
ceremonies. Luncheon was a rite, with glittering 
lackeys serving the guests with pomp and formalism.

I mounted the foremost span 
the way. We had no difficylty; 
I took back the animals and 
over Mr. Dively. The water 
came within six inches and a foot of the

While writing this the train we left— 
Parker’s, Musick’s, etc.—is coming up 
on the other side, and Franz has just been 
over. They will not cross here, but go 
the Raton road. Last night they saw 
about 25 Indians on this side. of the 
river, opposite Chouteau’s Island. I hope 
we may get to see nothing of them or any 
others. We will remain here until to- 
morrow. 

Wednesday, Aug. 16.—We have now a 
stretch before us of 35 miles without wa- 
ter, part of which is heavy sand. To 
reach water in the soonest possible time, 
‘as well as to distress the animals as lit- 
tle as possible, it was last night decided 
we would start this morning and drive 
through the sand only, then camp until 
* o'clock, bring back the stock to the 
river for water, then start out and drive 
all evening and part of the night, and 
dgain make a long drive early in the 
morning until we got to water. 

This morning, however, some of the 


owners were dissatisfied with the above 
arrangement and a drive of only two 
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miles was made, and -here we will now 
remain and make a long drive tonight. 
We went to the nearest point in thé river 
to water our animals about 1 o'clock. For 
the sake of convenience I took off both 
ropes and picket pins and swung them 
over one of the horse’s back. We got to 
an open arm of the river, about 10 yards 
wide, and the horses stepped in to drink, 
but it was five or six feet deep, and, of 
course, they went down headforemost, 
one consequence of which was the ropes 
and iron picket pins rolled over the 
horses’ heads into the water. 

The current was so strong that I knew 
it would carry them down the stream rap- 
idly, so I ran down the banks about, a 
hundred yards and plunged in and hunt- 
ed up the stream. In some places I could 
wade it, while at others it was overhead, 
but it was all in vain. I searched up and 
down until I was completely worn out, 
but found nothing. Some of the others, 
too, went in and helped to hunt, but with 
the same luck. I gave it up and came out,

Mrs. May Wright Sewall, leader in various women’s causes, educator and writer, 


reveals now for the first time her twenty years of communication with un- 
seen world—Taught piano by ghost of Rubinstein and cured of disease 
by Mesmer’s spook — Portrait of husband “painted” by pupil of Raphael 


S I read, it seemed to me that I had never 
known so strange a story,” says Booth 
Tarkington, the novelist, in a _ pre- 
face to_an eerie volume just published 
by his friend and neighbor of many 
years, Mrs. May “Wright Sewall of In 
dianapolis. She thus reveals for the 
first time, to the amazement of her multitude of 
acquaintances and familiars on two continents, that 
for more than 20 years she has lived two lives. One 
was the open, busy career of a practical woman of 
affairs, absorbed in the causes of education, and so- 
cial betterment. The other was a secret, equally active 
and engrossing life of constant intercourse with what 
she believes to be the realm of spirits. 


That Mrs. Sewall should have written such a book 
is as dumfounding to Tarkington as its contents. There 
could be no more astounding contrast than that be- 
tween her volume, “Neither Dead Nor Sleeping” 
(Bobbs Merrill), and her manifold activities in public 
life. During the heydey of her energy, says Tarking- 
ton, any citizen asked to name the three leading per- 
sonalities of Indianapolis would have listed Benjamin 
Harrison, James Whitcomb Riley and Mrs. Sewall. 


In 1882 she and her husband, the late Theodore Lov- 
ett Sewall, founded the Classical School for Girls, at 
Indianapolis, which became a flourishing institution, 
known throughout the country; Mrs. Sewall was its 
principal for 25 years. From 1881 to 1888 she .was 
chairman of the Executive Committee of the National 
Woman's Suffrage Association; she organized the Na- 
tional Council of Women of the United States, and the 
International Council of Women, of both of which 
organizations she is now honorary president. 

She was president of the World's Congress of Rep- 
resentative Women at the Chicago Exposition; and 
was appointed by President McKinley to represent the 
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women of the United States at a series of congresses. 


at the Paris Exposition of 1900. She is director of 
the National League for the Conservation of Child- 
hood, and American Commissioner in the Interna- 
tional Women’s League for Peace; there is scarcely an 
organization for human betterment’ in America or 
Europe of which she is not a valued: member. 


And simultaneously, confesses this eminent leader 
of great causes, she was in daily converse with the 
spirits of the dead; she was being cured of what physi- 
cians told her was an incurable case of Bright's disease 
by means of the spectral ministrations 6f one Pere 
Conde, a French priest and physician of several cen- 
turies ago, and of no less a personage than Dr: Franz 
Mesmer, who died in 1815, and whose name and ex- 
ploits are perpetuated in the term “mesmerism;”’ and 
was also being trained as an expert pianist and mu- 
sician under the direct tutelage of the spook of Anton 
Rubinstein, famous Russian virtuoso and composer, 
who died in 1894—-she who had had not the slightest 
aptitude for music and had never touched the key of 
a piano! 

During all these years Mrs. Sewall kept copious 
notes of her adventures in spirit land, comprising more 
than 70 folios of manuscript. The present publica- 
tion, issued by permission of her dead husband, pur- 
ports to be a detailed record of only the first few 
years; other volumes are promised, particularly one to 
be called “Rubinstein as a Master of Music,’ which is 
to reveal the maestro’s views of his art as matured in 
the after life. is 

On Dec. 283, 1895, the narrative begins, occurred the 
death of Mrs. Sewall’s husband. Both had been what 
are known as ‘‘Radical Unitarians’” and belonged to 
the skeptical, free-thinking type of that period. They 
felt no certainty of individual survival after death; 
their doctrine of immortality resembled that known 
in physics as the theory of the indestructibility of 
matter. So that Mrs. Sewall was not a little sur- 
prised when her husband, a fortnight before his death, 
addressed her as follows: 

“If I discover that I survive death, the first thing 
I shall do will be to ascertain whether or not Jesus 
returned to earth after his crucifixion. You know we 
have not believed it; but if I find that he did return 
to his disciples, I shall do nothing else until I have 
succeeded in returning to you, unless before that time 
you have come to me.” 

This promise, strange to say, dropped entirely from 
Mrs. Sewall’s mind. But in the months following she 
was startled by receiving proposals from friends that 
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she visit a medium, as her husband was seeking to 
communicate with her; one lady assured her that 
She had frequently seen the ghost of Sewall walking 
at his wife’s side, evidently wishing her to perceive his 
presence. These suggestions shocked and distressed 
the widow. 

Then she received an invitation to be a speaker on 
woman’s day at a summer Chautauqua held at Lily 
Dale, N. Y., on Aug. 10, 1897. On arriving, she was 
not a little disgusted to find herself in the midst of 
a ‘Spiritualists’ Camp.” But some impulse stronger 
than her incredulity led her to visit a professional 
slate writer, and through this person she obtained her 
first message from spirit land, a communication from 
her husband. Within thrée days, she records, “my 
husband, my father, my mother, my. half-sister, two 
sisters-in-law, a great-grandfather and a little niece 
had identified themselves unmistakably and indis- 
putably.”’ 

These phenomena converted Mrs. Sewall from skep- 
ticism to faith, and there ensued the 20 years’ record 
of her communieation with the souls of the so-called 
dead, both through mediums and later through her 
own developing powers as a psychic. 
she received the folowing “message” 
E. Willard, who had just “passed on:”’ 
greeting to the council and 
continue to work for women.”’ 

Most of the communications during the first years 
must be passed over, except to record that in Lon- 
don, during 1898, William T. Stead is described as 
writing on a tablet answers to questions which Mrs. 
Seward mentally put to her husband, containing ‘‘ref- 
erences to incidents of the past which could be known 
only to Mr. Sewall and myself.” This occurred while 
they were sitting on a balcony at Stead’s home, in the 
open air and in brodd daylight.

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feeding. On a sandbar in the river is 
the trunk of an immense cottonwood, 
which, being dry, has furnished all 
our train with wood to cook with, 
which for some time past has been 
rather a scarce article. I chopped an 
armful for ourselves and everyone 
else did the same. I took a bath in 
the river, but the water was very 
shallow.-: 

At 4 o’clock we began driving and 
jrove until nearly dark, making about 
10 miles: the entire day's travel was 
nearly 20 miles—-first-rate traveling. 
— Some think we will reach the cross- 
ing tomorrow in time for breakfast, 
but, according to a schedule 1 have, 
we will have to travel until evening 
to do it. Our camp is not far from 
the river and the grass is the best 
we have had fora month. We had a 
good supper and I enjoyed it very 
much. I took my turn at standing 
guard tonight—stood from 9 until 11 
o'clock. 3 

Monday, Aug. 14.—It was not more 
than half after four when we started 
this morning, intending, if possible, 


> wp last night about 11 o'clock, 

and, while [| had _ prepared 
everything but the curtain in front 
of the carriage, still, so sudden was the rain that 
before I could let it down the rain beat in on us very 
unpleasantly. In consequence, we did not get away 
at our usual time and would not have left camp until 
afternoon had not the big train on behind made its ap- 
pearance and forced us to go on,,which we dccordingly 
did until nearly 12 o'clock, when we made our camp 
near the river. The road, although mostly sand, was 
rather heavy in consequence of the rains yesterday 
and last night. Our camp is close by Pawnee Forks. 
The sun came out about 10 o'clock this morning and 
the day has become very warm, affording us all a fine 
chance of drying our blankets and clothing and of air- 
ing everything generally. For some reason or other, 
the Santa Fe mail coach, going west, has not come 
along, though two days overdue. D. has, after all, 
concluded to go by the mail coach. 

This evening at 5 o’clock we hitched up and made 
only a short drive, but the chief objeet was to cross 
a*very bad ravine on the near side of Pawnee Forks. 
We took the road over the hills, although several miles 
further than the road along the river. We got into 
camp late in the evening and as usual, about midnight 
a tremendous rain, wind and thunderstorm came up. 
I witnessed a grand sight when the storm came up. 
The herd of beef cattle that is traveling with us tried 
to run away before the terrible wind and rain, and all 
the herders were on their horses with their whips try- 
ing to keep them. When the wind abated a little they 
would stop, but when it came on again they always 
set off again. Sometimes they came within 150 yards 
of our wagons. I got up in it all and took our horses 
away, lest they should either be run over or run off, 
and tied them on the opposite side of the wagons. It 
was very dark, but the lightning was incessant and 
brilliant, and I could see all that occurred. Often it 
seemed that the weather-driven cattle would overcome 
the large force of men who, with shouts.and their long, 
heavy whips, were trying to beat them back. 


Fifteen hundred head of cattle, rushing wildly be-_ 


fore a fierce gale, were enough to sweep everything 
before them, and I feared the ambulance would be over- 
turned im the mad career of the frightened animals. 
The lightning suf passed anything I ever saw before or 
have seen yen One feature was so peculiar that 
I could not help being attracted by it. The heavens 
were filled with storms on every side, and for several 
hours there was‘not an instant of time—not so much as 
a single second—that lightning was not visible in 
some quarter. 

Saturday, Aug. 12.—Gonzales got permission to go 
ahead last night, and as Musick has not yet made up 
his mind which way to go, all of us who have deter- 
mined to go the Cimmaron route left this morning to 
join him (Gonzales). Everyone was angry. We drove 
our carriage out of the corral without bidding anyone 
good-by or saying a word to anyone, I hope we will 
not see him until we get to El Paso. AsI said before, 
we messed with him and got only about half enough 
to eat, and that grudgingly, with a lecture at each meal 
for eating so much. One had to run and grab when 
the word was given to eat, or he got nothing. Now, 
however, we are out of it, and every man in the train 
is rejoiced and feels better. We drove from 6 o'clock 
until 7, when we came up with Gonzales in camp, when 
we camped also and made breakfast. 

While taking breakfast Col. Wallace, Inspector-Gen- 
eral of this department, carte by and told me he had

lost a rifle on the road somewhere et weesi this place 
and his last night’s camp. He told me to look out 
for it and keep it if I found it, in consequence of which 
I walked ahead of the train the entire drive, from 10 
till 1 o’clock, but did not find it. We drove about five 
miles and camped. It was very warm this morning 
and my walk made me tired. The mosquitoes were so 
very bad that I had to keep a bunch of grass in my 
hand all the time and keep brushing with it con 
tinually. 

We made another drive this afternoon of about five 
miles, every foot of which I walked. I was not in the 
carriage during the two drives, and I suppose I walked 
further today than any other day of my life. I was 
excessively tired, and after all did not find the gun. 
I kept on the trail of the horses and wagon all the 
time until we camped, and, as we were yet several miles 
from where Col. Wallace camped, as soon as our corral! 
was formed | got a mule and started for their camping 
place. When I got there it was growing dark and 
I hunted around until I gave up all hope of finding it, 
and 1 grew fearful of Indians, also, so I returned. ! 
acted very imprudently by sometimes going as much 
and more than a mile from the train, that is, in 
advance. 

Sunday, Aug. 13.—We started this morning before 
sunrise and drove until nearly 10 o’clock, making 
about 10 miles, I think. Part of the road along the 
river bottom was very heavy, and when in the worst 
of it we met a train going eastward to load a secoud 
time this fall. I forgot to mention that when cross- 
ing Nine-Mile Ridge we also met a train of two or 
three hundred wagons going on to load up a second 
time before winter. Our camp is quite close to the 
river, in which are several large islands covered with 
fine grass, and most of our animals are over on them 
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“I. had prepared everything but the cur- 
tain in front of the carriage.” 
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to reach the crossing to take break- 
fast. At first the road ran through 
the river bottom, and, as a large 
train had gone over it immediately after the last 
rain, it was very much cut up and uneven and rough, 
but some five miles on it ran up over some high bluffs 
and became very hard and good, although rather hilly. 
Our camp last night was about two miles on the near 
side of Chouteau’s Island. I have used this same 
expression on several occasions, and mean by the ‘near 
side” or “far side,” the side nearest to our starting 
point, or the reverse by the latter. The Arkansas is in 
plain view all day long, with only a bluff at rare in- 
tervals to interpose. It is still as mearly treeless as 
can well be, and somewhat high, as well as very mud- 
dy. Today thus far has been very warm; there is 
hardly a breath of air stirring, while the sun's rays 
come pouring down through a cloudless sky. There 
was an extraordinarily heavy dew last night. It could 
hardly be told from a rain, and when I went to bed I 
was as wet up to my knees from walking in the grass 
as if I had been wading through a pond of water. We 
have been fortunate in having had no rain today. 

We left camp this evenimg at 4, expecting to reach 
the crossing early, in time to find a ford, but it was 
further off than we supposed, and we did not reach 
it until sundown. And what is more, it is very deep, 
the river having been rising ever since morning. Up 
till late they have found no ford that will do. I put 
some fishing lines in the river this evening, but caught 
nothing. They say very few fish are ever caught in the 
Arkansas, but why this should be I am at a loss te 
know. 

Tuesday, Aug. 15.—The hunt for a ford was con- 
tinued this morning, and things looked blue, for the 
river had, if anything, risen instead of fallen, and 
there seemed a poor chance of finding a road clear 
across that had not some deep place in it. A more 
practical and effective way we instituted, however. 
Every owner of oxen brought up his herd and sent it 
into the river, which is here about half a mile wide, so 
there were as many as three or four hundred oxen in 
the river at a time, each one of which may be consid- 
ered as bunting a ford. There were other objects and 
purposes in view by this procedure. It accustomed 
the animals to the swift current and took away their 
fear, and it also made more even and level the rough 
places and holes in the river bottom. After consider- 
able experimenting of this sort a ford was discovered 
which was shallow enough to keep the wagon beds 
out of the water, and then hitching up began, prepara- 
tory to driving over. 

Breakfast and these just-described preliminary op- 
erations had consumed the day until about 9 o’clock 
in the morning. A man named Chaves sent in the 
first wagon, loaded with machinery and drawn by 2 
oxen. It got about three feet from the bank when f2 
stuck. Then began a time. A man was put to each 
yoke and a yelling and hollowing began, of which no 
idea can be conveyed to amyone who has never seen a 
similar sight. The wagon would not budge, because 
the oxen would not pull; only about one-half could be 
got to go at a time. At last 10 yoke more of cattle 
were hitched to it and then it started and never stopped 
until it reached the opposite shore. One after another 
of the teams were then driven in. having each from 
20 to 30 and 40 oxen attached. Several more stuck in th 
river, but were easily pulled out. __ ; 

One wagon upset just when entering the river, and 
many of the goods were damaged. We doubled teams 
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up, but just then it seemed like it had been 
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snatched from the cradle before its features 
was fully formed. Two of the roadsters 
would of made a nice pair of roller skates and 
the expense for tires must of been practically 
\ nothin’, because the ones that was on it 
looked like a set of washers.

“Elegant!” 
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‘Looking Back 102 Years. 
Was Just a Modest Dwelling at Third 


HE 100th anniversary of 
the founding of St. Louis 
University will be the 
occasion of a celebration 
—delayed two years be- 
cause of the war—which 
will take the form of a 
historical pageant at the Odeon, May 
“0, 21 and 22. This, the city’s oldest 
institution for higher education, was 
begun in 1818, three years before Mis- 
souri became a State, by Bishop Wiliam du Bourg, and 
was colloquially known to many as ‘Bishop du Bourg’s 
College.”’ 

What a change has been wrought since then! St. 
Louis was a Struggling frontier town of 3000 persons, of 
which the western city limits were about what now is 
Broadway. Most of the buildings were rude log 
structures, within a stone's throw of the Mississippi 
River. Where some of the city’s busiest corners now 
hum with traffic, trappers and hunters then roamed 
in search of big game. The United States was still 
struggling with the problems of a new republic. Peo- 
ple had not stopped extolling the prowess of John Paul 
Jones and Andrew Jackson. 

In this crude pioneer settlement there were few 
schools of any sort when the Bishop arrived from 
France to take charge of his diocese. True, Jean Bap- 
tiste Trudeau had been conducting a Catholic ele- 
mentary school since revolutionary days, and was still 
doing so, but the Bishop, desirous of promoting high- 
er education, established the Latin Academy, which 
was the mother institution of the present university. 

The management of this infant céllege was commit- 
ted to the Rev. Francois Neil, a French priest, who was 
curate of the Cathedral, and quarters for it were ob- 
tained in the residence of Mme. Alvarez. This was 
a stone building which stood at the northwest corner 
of Third and Market streets, in what was, at that 
period, the western part of town. In this day, the vast 
majority of St. Louisans seldom get that far east from 
one year to another. | 

The date on which classes were first held was Nov. 
i6, and the event was announced by the Missouri Ga- 
zette, which stated that ‘‘the Rev. M. Neil, with three 
other Catholic priests, under the auspices of the Rt. 
Rev. Bishop du Botirg, will open, in the house of Mrs. 
Alvarez, am academy for young gentlemen.” 

There also was opened, in connection. with the 
academy, a school for ecclesiastics,.under the direc- 
tion of Rev. Felix de Andreis. The dwelling of the ec- 
clesiastical students was close to the Cathedral on Sec- 
ond, between Walnut and Market street, and the Bish- 
op, whose zeal in behalf of his educational projects 
took no account of his own convenience, gave up a 
part of his own house for a seminary. Among the 
clerical students, it is recorded, was Francis Xavier 
Dahmen, the first priest ever ordained in St. Louis. 

So decided was the success of the academy—for the 
frontiersmen took avidly to this opportunity for high- 
er education—that Bishop du Bourg decided to enlarge 
its scope. The block bounded by Walnut, Market, Sec- 
ond and Third streets had long before been set aside 
by Pierre Laclede, founder of the city, for church pur- 
poses, and a part of it, after a lapse of 155 vears, still 
is occupied by the old Cathedral. 

Here, accordingly, in 1820, was erected a brick col- 
lege building, facing Walnut street, in close proximity 
to the Cathedral, which then faced Second street. A 
number of prominent citizens contributed to the butl:- 
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Celebration of its centenary, delayed two years because of war, 
will soon be held—Institution was founded by Bishop Wil- 
liam Du Bourg—Later removed to lot at Second and Wal- 
nut streets set aside by Pierre Laclede for religious pur- 
poses—Famous graduates 
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ing fund. The St. Louis Latin Academy thus became 
St. Louis College. Historians relate that one impor- 
tant study in the curriculum was that of art, and the 
first city directury, printed in 1821, mentions that the 
town “has one portrait painter who would be a credit 
to any country.” 

The college in August of 1823 had 50 pupils, includ- 
ing a number who distinguished themselves in after 
life. Among them may be mentioned Judge Wilson 
Primm, Theodore Labeaume, Capt. Edmund Paul, 
Judge William Ferguson, Edward Tesson, Amedee 
Berthold, Gen. Rene Paul, Nicholas Boilvin, French 
Strother, Jesse Benton, Lewis M. Clark, Frederick, 
Alexander and Raigh McNair, Ninian Edwards and 
several.members of the Papin family. 

The growth of the college and of the religious du- 
ties of the secular priests composing the faculty, made 
it increasingly obvious that a change in arrangements 
was imperative, and consequently, at the close of the 
session of 1826, the school was turned over to the 
direction of the Jesuits, and a new epoch began. Among 
the students who attended this session were Joseph 
Robidoux, son of the founder of St. Joseph, Mo., and 
Auguste Delassus, son of the last Spanish Governor of 
Upper Louisiana. : 

Bishop du Bourg, who had originally contemplated 
the change, did not personally consummate it, as he 
had removed to New Orleans in 1824, and two years 
later returned to France, where he eventually became 
Archbishop of Besancon. The transfer was carried 
out by his successor, Bishop Joseph Rosati. 

St. Lauis had now doubled its population, being “a 
bustling town of 6000," and it was desired to have the 
school in a spot more remote from the buginess dis- 
trict, so Bishop Rosati gave the Jesuits a lot at Ninth 
and Lucas avenue, then well removed from the com- 
mercial section. While preparations and the actual 
building went forward there, the school was tempo- 
rarily removed to the Indian Seminary at Florissant, 
the college not being established in the new building 
until 1829. It is interesting to note that the first 
scholar enrolled after the assumption of the college 
by the Jesuits was Charles Pierre Chouteau, a great- 
grandson of Pierre Laclede. 

The work of raising money for the pretentious new 
structure was undertaken by the Rev. Charles Van 
Quickenbourne, who, perhaps, ranks second to Bishop 
du Bourg in the influence which he had upon the des- 
tiny of the college. A description of the time said 
that “the new building fronts south toward the road 
leading to St. Charles, and is surrounded by weedy 
ponds, groves of sorry oak and suburban farms.”’ This 
site was diagonally opposite that on which the Hotel 
Statler now stands. 

Subsequently the Jesuits acquired the remainder of 
the block bounded by Washington and Lucas avenue 
and Ninth and Tenth streets, as well as two-thirds of 
the square directly west, between Tenth and Eleventh 
streets, thus obtaining a frontage on Washington ave- 
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nue of 475 feet, and there the school 
remained, new buildings being erect- 
ed from time to time, until removal 
to its present home at Grand avenue 
and Lindell boulevard. 

The names of many of th: students 
enrolled at the establishment of the 
college at Ninth and Lucas are famil- 
iar to every person who has any 


— knowledge of the city’s history, and 
many of the family names are among 

the most illustrious in the city today. They in- 
clude Francis Cabanne, Du Thil Cabanne, Bryan 


Mullanphy, Howard Christy, Alexander La Force Pa- 
pin, Edward Chouteau and Paul de Bouffay. The 
president of the college was the Rev. Peter Verhaegen 
and one instructor was Rev. Peter de Smet, later cele- 
brated as the ‘‘Father de. Smet” of missionary fame. 

By a special act of the Legislature, a university 
charter was granted, signed by the Governor on Dec. 

28, 1832, and the college became ‘St. Louis University.” 

The energetic president set about organizing post- 
graduate faculties. The first student to complete the 
undergraduate course was Bryan Mullanphy, but he 
finished before the charter was granted, and there- 
fcre did not receive his degree then. The first’student 
to receive a degree was Paul du Bouffay, son of Lord 
du Bouffay and de Croix, who came to St. Louis in 
1796 to escape the consequences of the French Revo- 
lution. 

The first post-graduate course was that of divinity, 
believed to have been established in 1834. The sec- 
ond was that of medicine, which was opened in 1836. 
One of the first professors of medicine was William 
Beaumont, who had been an army surgeon during the 
War of 1812. While in army service, in 1822, he made 
his famous observations of a patient who had recov- : 
ered from a gunshot wound, but retained an aperture 
in his side, through which the digestive process could 
be observed. Dr. Beaumont’s conclusions, published 
after study of this patient, had a profound effect -on 
medical science, both in this country and in Europe. 
He came to St. Louis in 1834. In later years, the 
Marion-Sims Medical College was united with the 
Beaumont College and became the Medical School of 
St. Louis University. 

The medical school was reorganized in 1842, and 
occupied a new building on Washington avenue, west 
of Tenth street. On the first Board of Trustees ap- 
pear the names of the Rev. William G. Eliot, who later 
founded Washington University; James E. Yeatman, 
for whom one of our high schools is named; Col. John 
O'Fallon, James Lucas, Trusten Polk and others. 

Dating from this period, the school was markedly 
successful, a fact due in considerable part to the ef- 
forts of Dr. Alexander Pope, who became a member of 
the faculty in 1843, and later, the dean. His influence 
caused his father-in-law, Col. John O'Fallon, to erect 
and donate a new building for the medical school, at 
Seventh street and Clark avenue, in 1850. So popular 
did the dean become that the school was commonly 
alluded to as “Dr. Pope's school.”’ While the new 
building might not create much of an impression in 
these days, it obviously impressed those who saw it 
then, the university announcement describing it in 
this luxuriant language: 

“The lecture rooms are on a grand scale, whilst the 
amphitheater, with its circular seats and gallery, its 
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sky-lighted and, frescoed dome, altogether surpass
